giv e us'while hunting or the enjoy -* 
m ent that we get from hearing ‘ 
their songs. 
It has been stated th at if all in-; 
sec^ should perish, 
ijll 
flowers 
would die. 
Howev er this is not* 
half as true as the statem ent th at 
if all birds were to perish, man 
would 
soon follow'. 
An ex peri-^' 
ment in an European country sh o w s: 
the importance of birds. 
An area 
of tw'o acres in the fertile regions 
was fenced oiT so th at no birds of 
prey could get to it. 
In less than., 
tw'o y ears this was a barren coun­ 
try . 
Insects and rodents had tak -i 
en possession of the land and birds 
could not bother them. 
In the state of Utah, one finds a 
monument erected to the sea gull 
for sav ing the early settler.s from 
famine 'oy destroy ing great swarms 
of the wingless insect knowm as 
the Norman cricket. 
The works of birds are not al- ■ 
way s as dramatic as in the case of 
the early settlers of Utah, but they 
are con.stantly on the j'ob killing 
insects that are destructiv e to our 
plants. 
It has been estim ated th at in­ 
sects cause an annual loss of ov er 
$2,000,000,000.00. 
F irst in control 
of these insects come birds. 
T he' 
birds that control these insects may 
be classified in v 'arious way s. One 
method is as follow’s: 
1. Birds that care for the foliage 
or upper branches. 
2. Birds that work on the bark. 
3. Birds that work on the ground 
floor. 
Some birds that belong in the 
fir.st group are the nuthatch, chick-’ 
adee, kinglet, and bro\y n creeper. 
One report on the chickadee ac-. 
credits him with eating 400 eggs of- 
the apple plant louse at a meal. 
The y ellow-billed cuckoo was giv^ 
en credit for eating 217 web worms 
or tent caterpillars. 
lie m i ^ t ' 
w'ell be called the caterpillar bird, 
as he is not bothered by the hair 
on the caterpillar. 
Other birds 
that help to rid the foliage of their 
insect pests are the warblers and 
v ireos w’ho work toward the upper 
end of the branches. 
A few birds that work farther 
dowm on the branches and tinink are 
the 
thrushes, 
bluebirds, 
robins, 
mocking birds, orioles, catbirds, 
thrashers, wrens, and taiiagers. 
The Baltimore orioles are accred- 
itevl with a diet of 8 3 per cent in­ 
sect, the main insect in the diet be­ 
ing bettle’s lai’v’a, known as wdre- 


•worm. 
(There are 500 species of 
this w'orm in America). 
The or­ 
iole also selects w'asps, bugs, plant 
Jice, craneflies, jrrasshoppers, lo­ 
custs, and spiders to complete his 
meal. 
Birds of the third cjassification, 
those that help care for the ground 
floor, are the bob white or quail, 
black bird, crow*, robin, nativ e sp ar­ 
row, 
chewink, 
brqwn 
thrasher, 
ground warbler, woodcock, grouse, 
plov er, and flicker. The flicker eats 
ants.w ho protect-plant lice, who, 
in turn, supply the ants with milk.

EXPERT STUDY 
OF MARKETING 


( hicago Produce Area s 
Problem Outlined in 
Talk by Barrett 


W ith Chicago the second largest 
ce nter of vegetable production in 
the nation, the Cook County Farm 
Bureau and track 
gardeners associa­ 
tions 
have 
been 
urging a study and 
research 
in

Chicago market by 
experts from the 
College 
of 
A gri­ 
culture of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
The background 
of 
the

O. G. Barrett by 0 . G. Barrett, 
Cook county farm adviser, to the 
Vegetable growers schools held in 
the county under the auspices of 
the university. 
Speaking of “ Possibility for a 
Study of Local Marketing 
Prob­ 
lems,” Mr. Barrett traced an ana­ 
logy between the ills of marketing 
and human ills. 
For a human ill, 
he said, one does not attempt to 
cure himself, but calls in a doctor, 
ai expert who is trained in finding 
ar.i studying the symptoms and in 
interpreting them to diagnose the 
case to make corrections. 
Farmers have done this in the 
production side of their work, call­ 
ing in pathologists and experts 
from the experiment stations when 
they meet with 
problems. 
Now 
they propose an expert to study an­ 
other phase of agriculture, veget­ 
able marketing. 
He told of the work of Dr. M. P. 
Rasmussen of Cornell 
c o lle g e i i 
studying the New York 
market,

It has been stated that if all in -; 
sects should perish, 
all 
flowers' 
would die. 
However this is n o t: 
half as true as the statement that 
if all birds were to perish, man 
would soon 
follow. An experi­ 
ment in an European country shows 
the importance of birds. 
An area 
of two acres in the fertile regions 
was fenced off so that no birds of 
prey could get to it. 
In less than 
two years this was a barren coun­ 
try. 
Insects and rodents had tak­ 
en possession of the land and birds 
could not bother them. 
In the state of Utah, one finds a 
monument erected to the sea gull 


Birds of the third classification, 
those that help care for the ground 
floor, are the bob white or quail, 
black bird, crow, robin, native spar­ 
row, 
chewink, 
brown 
thrasher, 
ground warbler, woodcock, grouse, 
plover, and flicker. The flicker eats 
ants who protect plant lice, who, 
in turn, supply the ants with milk.

The works of birds are not al­ 
ways as dramatic as in the case of 
the early settlers of Utah, but they 
are constantly on the job killing 
infects that are destructive to our 
plants. 
It has been estimated that in­ 
sects cau*e an annual loss of over 
$2,000,OOO,000.00. 
First in control 
of the^e insects come birds. 
Tho 
birds that control these insects may 
be classified in various ways. One 
method is as follows: 
1. Birds that euro for the foliage 
or upper branches. 
2. Birds that work on the bark. 
3. Birds that work on the ground 
floor. 
Some birds that belong in th? 
fir.>t group are the nuthatch, chick­ 
adee, kinglet, and brown creeper. 
One report on the chickadee ac­ 
credits nim with eating 400 eggs of 
the apple plant louse at a meal. 
The yellow-billed cuckoo was giv­ 
en credit for eating 217 web worms 
or tent caterpillars. 
Ile might 
well be called the caterpillar bhd, 
as he is not bothered by tho hair 
on the caterpillar. 
Other birds 
that help to rid th** foliage of their 
insect pests are the warblers and 
vireos who work toward the upper 
end of the branches. 
A few birds that work farther 
down on the branches and trunk are 
the 
thrushes, 
bluebirds, 
robins, 
mocking birds, orioles, catbirds, 
thrashers, wrens, and tanagers. 
The Baltimore orioles are accred­ 
ited with a diet of S3 per cent in- 
seet, the main insect in the diet be­ 
ing bottle’s laiva, known as wire-
